curb on the use of injunctions in la- 
bor disputes, Chairman 
Norris of 


the senate judiciary committee, told 
the senate today they had resulted 
in "economic slavery" for American 
workmen. 


The gray-haired Nebraskan, long 


a defender of organized labor, open- 
ed senate debate on his bill to rigid- 
ly curtail the injunctive powers 'of 
federal judges. Standing before his 
desk in the rear of the senate cham- 
ber, Norris said the right of labor 
to organize had been 
interferred 


•with, by means of the "harsh, cruel 
and misused injunctive process." 


"Such conditions," he said, "bring: 


about involuntary servitude—a spe- , 
cies of economic slavery. — whicl 
cannot permanently exist in a free 
country; and such economic slavery 
is as cruel, as merciless and as ef 
fective as slavery based upon the 
color; of the human skin. 


"The man who, by force of eco 


nomic conditions, 
Is • compelled 
to 


toil against his wish and under con- 
ditions depriving him of his freedom, 
is a slave even though his skin may 
be white. 


"The tyranny of some of these 


junctions has taken away the free: 
dom and thfe liberty of many of our 
citizens as completely and as tyran- 
nically as ever 
occurred in 
days 


when slavery was recognized by the 
constitution." 


Norris specifically singled out for 


condemnation certain injunctions is- 
sued by Judge James H. Wilkerson 
of Chicago, whom President Hoover 
has named to the circuit court. 


Calls It "Conscienceless" 


"Can anyone claim for a moment 


that is not a decree of human slave- 
ly?" he asked after describing the 
terms 
of 
Wilkerson's 
injunction 


against the Chicago Federation of 
Musicians. 
He said it was "con- 


scienceless." 


Since Wilkerson's name must be 


approved by his committee, it was 
considered significant that Norris 
added t this decision made it neces- 
sary riot only to pass legislation but 
to "be careful in passing upon any 
nomination 
which - the 
president 


may make." 


The Norris bill would outlaw the 


"vellow dog" contracts, which the 
senator said "take away from the 
laboring man the right to have any- 
Hung to say about any of the condi- 
tions connected with his employ- 
ment . . . he must for the time be- 
ing, become a slave." 


He characterized injunctions as 


' judge made law." 


He said they "do away with all 


the fundamental principles of gov- 
ernment and put in the hands of 
one man the right to make the law, 
the right to enforce the law, the 
right to fix a penalty, the right to 
try those who, it is alleged, have of- 
fended the law thus made, and the 
right to inflict whatever punishment 
they believe should be administer- 
ed."

hibiting tobacco advertisements on 
billboards was sustained today by 
the supreme court. 


The statute made it a misdemean- 


or to display advertisements of ci- 
garets, cigars and tobacco on bill- 
boards and the Packer corporation 
was convicted of -violating the law 
by displaying clgaret advertisements 
in Salt Lake City.

"These distinctions clearly placi 


this kind of advertisement in a po 
sition to be classified so that regu 
lations or prohibitions may be im 
posed upon all within the class. This 
is impossible with respect to news 
papers and magazines."

ICE FIELD BREAKS, 


FIVE ESCAPE DEATH 


Occupants 
of 
Ice Boats 


Reach Shore by Traveling 
on Ice Cakes 


Menominee, Mich. — (XP)— Five 


youths on two ice boats narrowly 
escaped death on Green bay last 
night when an ice field, acres in ex- 
tent, brok^s up under the boats. 


The boats plunged down into 30 


feet of water, and the young men 
reached shore by jumping 
nimbly 


from one cake of ice to uiother. 


'Wet sails of the boats were visible 


in the moonlight for several hours, 
but this morning they had been 
swept from sight by a brisk wind 
which stirred up the cakes of Ice. 


Robert Kuhn!e, 20, was the skip- 


per of one boat, and In charge of the 
other was his cousin, John Kuhnle, 
16. Passengers were Leroy Dolliver, 
16, and his brother, Tsorman, 24 and 
Robert Culbertson, 21. 


The s*rong wind sprang up sud- 


denly, overtaking the boats as they 
were skimming along a quarter of a 
mile from shore. The sudden blast 
cracked the ice with a sound, said 
one of the youths, "like many guns 
all around us." 


As the boats slipped into crevices 


all the youths scrambled to the larg- 
er Ice cakes, which were about eight 
inches thick. To reach the shore 
they had to jump, in some places, ov- 
er open water about four feet wide.

FRENCH POLICY ON 


ARMS UNCHANGED 


Tardieu Also States He Will 


Adhere to Old Stand on 
Reparations 


Paris—(XP)— There will 
be 
no 


change in the French disarmament 
and reparations policy under 
the 


government headed by Andre Tar- 
dieu, the new premier told the cham- 
ber of deputies today in his 
first 


ministerial declaration. 


His government, he said, will par- 


ticipate In negotiations with a view 
to adjusting tho reparations sched- 
ule, but it will not permit repudia- 
tion of existing agreements. In the 
Held of disarmament the new min- 
istry agrees with the last that se- 
curity is a prerequisite to reduction 
of arms. 


"The only government which has

or that nation is giving secret support 
te Japan in the present conflict with 
China.

There is plenty of evidence that Ja- 


pan has needed no outside encourage- 
ment. Her policy toward Manchuria 
and China has been an open book for 
many years. "With the world in the 
grip of an economic crisis; with Great 
Britain involved in serious trouble 
with India; with Russia intent upon 
the execution of her Five-Year-Plan 
and the rest of Europe stirred with ris- 
ing jealousies; and with all the world 
out of patience with the continual civil 
strife in China—Japan realizes that 
never before since arriving at world 
power status has she had such an op- 
portunity for the expansion which she 
sorely needs. 


PROGRESS IN TELEVISION 
Before the Federal Radio Commis- 


sion's recent njeeting appeared evi- 
dence that successful visual broadcast- 
ing is not far away. Statements of 
radio engineers are prophetic of revo- 
lutionary changes that will advance 
television to a status of commercial 
practicability. 


Radio broadcasting remained in an 


embryonic state until the sudden dis- 
covery of the application of the audion 
tube which increased volume and clar- 
ified tone. 


Television is now in about the same 


stage as sound broadcasting was when 
crystal sets were the best receivers. 
Engineers are able to transmit and re- 
ceive a fairly clear picture of one per- 
son and the problems of interfeience 
and of synchronized transmission of 
picture and sound have been almost 
eliminated. What is needed is some- 
thing to increase the scope of pictures 
and give them sharp detail—something 
analogous to the audion tube in radio. 


Thirty experimental television broad- 


casting stations are in operation. From 
these are expected the development of 
new apparatus producing practical and 
commercial results. 


Research departments never were 


busier than they arc today. Periods 
of economic depression stimulate the 
inventive genius of the world to in- 
creased effort and the next decade will 
no doubt evolve more brand-new and 
revolutionary products than even the 
last decade produced. 
Television is 


likelv to be an inipoitanl contribution 
to the new era of normal prosperity 
into which we are now, AVC hope, about 
to enter. 


UNSPOKEN ROMANCE 


A young man from Lowell, Mass., 


recently sailed his 32-foot sailboat into 
New York harbor after voyaging all 
the way around the world in it; and the 
New York newspapers tent reporter! 
to meet him, and gave him plenty of 
space in which to describe his adven- 
tures. 


A three-year voyage around the 


globe in a tiny ketch certainly ought to 
provide a lot of conversational mate- 
rial. But the most interesting thing 
about the published interviews with 
the young man is that he seems to 
have had a very hard time giving an 
intimate, realistic account of his ad- 
ventures. 


To be sure, he told in detail just 


where he went and what he did. He 
mentioned an attack by pirates in the 
Red Sea, a sojourn in the South Sea 
islands, an incident in which a steamer 
nearly ran him down, a first-hand 
glimpse at such things as whales and 
frigate birds and volcanoes and water- 
spouts, and the likej but the things we 
would really like to know—how it feels 
to be alone in mid-Pacific, what a trop- 
ic dawn looks like in Samoa, what a 
man thinks about on a trip of that kind 
—they were left out. 


If you are at all familiar with travel- 


ogues of this kind, you will realize 
at once that that is the way it usually 
is. These chaps who make unspeak- 
ably romantic trips to far places nev- 
er, or almost never, seem able to get 
the essence of their voyagings into 
their narratives. 


They give us,-instead, catalogs of 


^ things seen 
and itineraries of places 


visited, and all the while they know, 
arid we know, that they are riot really 
getting over to us the true significance 
of their experiences at all. 


For the real inwardness of any ro- 


mantic adventure is a secret that is al- 
most impossible to communicate. It 
has to do with something that happens 
witliin. 


We might like to know what Drake 


saw in the Pacific, and what dream 
dazzled Raleigh in an American jun- 
gle, and how Marco Polo felt when he 
entered the Asian interior, but we 
never shall. Those who are lucky 
enough to get in on such things are 
seldom able to tell about them after- 
ward. We have to go there ourselves 
to find out.

Opinions Of Others 


CLOSING COURTROOM DOORS 


An unusual Issue, involving freedom of the 


press, has arisen In a murder case In Kentucky. 
Because of criticism of the conduct of the trial 
by a newspaper published in Tennessee a cir- 
cuit court judge prohibited any of the paper's 
representatives from entering the courtroom to 
report the proceedings. His right to do so was 
challenged before the State's Court of Appeals. 


In defense of the newspaper Newton D. Baker 


described the danger of establishing such a pre- 
cedent by asserting that If It were upheld It 
would rest with the discretion of any judge to 
exclude from the courtroom not only the repre- 
sentatives of a particular newspaper but of all 
newspapers. And declaring that, "from the time 
of the Declaration of Independence to now, the 
greatest safeguard of the American people Is an 
Informed press," lie said that to lodge the afore- 
said power in a Judge would mean withdrawal of 
public opinion as the great corrective of judicial 
abuse. 


The right of a judge to punish for contempt of 


court Is fully conceded, as is his right to pro- 
tection against libel or other wrong, for which 
the laws of the state afford adequate remedy. 
But newspapers hav e rights In the gathering and 
dispensing of news which cannot J-e encroached 
upon by arbitrary judicial procedure. No graver 
injury could be inflicted upon the press or the 
public than to permit a judge to close the door of 
his courtroom and pick and choose which repre- 
sentatives of the press could enter and which 
could not —The Baltimore Sun. 


MEXICANS TN AMERICA 


Certain patriotic Mexican citizens, with the ob- 


ject of ascertaining definitely just how far dis- 
criminations may set up in tho United States, 
and especially m the state of California, against 
their fellow nationals, have conducted an ample 
inquiry by means of a series of test cases in the 
courts and before the authorities with gratifying 
results. They have finally attained the objective 
of their labors, and s-ucceeded in having all Mex- 
icans In the United States recognized as members 
of the Caucasian race. This acknowledgment, af- 
firmed by judicial decisions in a number of spe- 
cific and practical cases, not only qualifies the 
Mexican citizen of European stock as a compon- 
ent of the Caucasian race, but also th£ "mestizo" 
(person of mixed European and" native descent), 
and the aboriginal of pure blood. 


Therefore. Mexicans 
In tho United States 


henceforward have the right to buy and sell real 
estate, a capacity not formerly inherent and le- 
gitimate with them. It Is certainly 
quite an 


epochal moment in our national history. That 
such a unanimous verdict V-as been returned in 
our favor does credit to ths critical judgment 
of the United States courts.—El Univeisal, Mex- 
ico.

PD?E DOWN ON THAT WHEEZE 


Having diagnosed asthma—which 


means not only making^sure it is 
asthma but also determine by study 
of the patient's history and by rou- 
tine skin tests precisely what specif- 
ic protein substance Is responsible 
for the attacks, the physician Is in a 
position to advise the patient how to 
avoid further trouble or how to re- 
move from his environment the ex- 
citing factor of 
the attacks. 
If 


neither of these is feasible, then the 
physician may immunize the patient 
against the unavoidable protein. 


But suppose the diagnosis shows 


the patient is sensitive to more than 
one or maybe a whole series of dif- 
ferent proteins. In that case a kind 
of shotgun immunization 
may be 


employed with some success, that is, 
the patient Is given 
gradually in- 


creasing doses of homeopathic quan- 
tities of the offending proteins, of 
course 
by hypodermic 
injections 


over a period 
of sevetal weeks or 


months. 


In England more than In Ameri- 


ca physicians have employed a kind 
of general Immunization treatment 
for asthma with fair success—they 
inject gradually increasing doses of 
peptone, which is partly digested al- 
bumen. In this 
country the same 


general Immunization treatment has 
been used with 
success 
in some 


cases, only here the favorite remedy 
Is typho-bacterin or pure horse ser- 
um. 


The ductless glands 
have some- 


thing to do with the metabolism or 
oxidation and destruction of toxins 
or protein poisons 
or foreign pro- 


teins in the body. Prolonged admin- 
istration of ductless gland extracts 
or hormones, particularly those of 
the thyroid 
and adrenal 
glands, 


proves most helpful in many cases 
of asthma, tho of course such treat- 
ment would be quite foolhardy for 
any one to take 
without the con- 
stant supervision 
of a physician. 


The special extract of the adrenal, 
gland, or its secretion, called adren- 
alin, is famous as an emergency 
remedy for relief of severe asthmatic 
seizures. 


In recent years an extract of a 


Chinese herb, called ephedra or eph- 
edrin has been found to produce ef- 
fects quite similar to effects of adren- 
alin. Either adrenal or ephedrin may 
be satisfactorily applied In form of 
a spray of a very dilute solution of 
the medicine in normal salt solution, 
In nose and throat, 
at intervals, 


while the attack Is on. 


Iodides or iodin In one form or an- 


other have long enjoyed good re- 
pute as a kind of "alterative" reme- 
dy for asthma. Every normal adult 
and child should have a suitable 
lodln ration; if there Is any asthma, 
then the patient needs iodin all the 
more. We cannot specify a proper 
dose or quantity of Iodin for the 
asthmatic patient, but I do advise 
every normal adult or school child 
to take a drop of ordinary tincture 
of Iodin, in a little water, once a 
week thruout the year, as a safe and 
tried means of insuring the essen- 
tial lodin ration. Adults may prefer 
to take the drop of iodin every day 
for a month In each of the four sea- 
sons—say In March, June, Septem- 
ber and December. 
Those 
with 


asthma will rarely find a drop of 
tincture of iodin every day in the 
year more than is good for them. 


Iodin Is a natural stimulant to the 


function of the thyroid gland, nnd 
Indirectly makes the adrenal gland 
mote efficient, I believe.

Pasteurization 


Two years ago last summer my ac- 


tive pulmonary tuberculosis was ar- 
rested. For the past" six months I 
have been, drinking pasteurized milk 
because this is the only kind I can 
get now. Is this less healthful for 
me than 
milk that is not pasteur- 


ized? (Mrs.'McK. M. L.) 


Answer—If pure raw milk, such 


as certified milk, Is available it Is 
always more healthful than posteur- 
Ized milk. But if there is doubt about 
the purity of the mint pasteurization 
(heating to 145 degrees F. for 20 to 
30 minutes) Is necessary to kill any 
disease germs there may be In the 
milk. Unfortunately this degree of 
heat lessens the vitamin content of 
milk, particularly vitamin C, which 
prevents scurvy. So •when the diet 
Is mainly pasteurized milk It is well 
to supplement it with fresh fruit or 
juice daily to provide the essential 
Vitamin C.

The smal 
ler so-called neutral nations would 
of course, like to see strong action 
but they can hardly realize that 
since they can contribute nothing 
to It they can hardly insist too 
loudly upon the duty of Britain to 
assume the risks.

This Far Eastern affair has pro 


vided a searching test of the post- 
war machinery of peace. It has test- 
ed the League. It has tested the 
American substitute for the League, 
that is to say, the Kellogg Pact. It 
has tested the "Washington treaties 
of 1922. The test has shown that 
in respect to the Far East the re 
sources of peace are quite inadequate 
to restrain a determined aggressor. 


In 1922 the United States and 


Great Britain made the far-reaching 
decision to disarm themselves for 
any military action in the western 
Pacific. This was the real effect of 
the "Washington Conference. When 
they renounced the weapons neces- 
sary for effective intervention in the 
Far East, Britain and the United 
States staked their hopes of peace in 
the Orient upon the efficacy of var- 
ious treaties. These treaties rested 
upon the good faith of Japan and 
upon the force of world opinion. 


When Japan invade'd Manchuria 


in September the attempt had to be 
made to validate these treaties. But 
in making: this attempt the Western 
powers failed to make clear to them- 
selves the real situation resulting- 
from the Washington 
Conference 


Thus in dealing with Japan they 
acted on some occasions as if they 
had the force to command assent 
and on others they made it quite 
plate that they had no such force.

The ruling- sets a precedent in the 
case of those companies which sell 
appliances in addition to furnishing 
utility service. It was given in the 
case of a Wausau woman, whose $5 
deposit for service was diverted to 
meet her debt for merchandise. 


In a letter to Harold L. Geisse, of 


"Wausau, vice president and general 
manager of the Wisconsin 
Valley 


Electric company the 
commission 


ordered that the deposit be reinstat- 
ed to the account of Mrs. 
Stacia 


Flese, advising the company that if 
Mrs. Flese owes a debt for merchan- 
dise, it must be collected in the regu- 
lar manner. 


"It is an admitted fact," the letter 


said, "that when a utility engages in 
the sale of merchandise it does so as 
any other private enterprise 
and 


cannot inveigh any of its rights and 
privileges as a public utility to as- 
sist it in merchandising activities,, 
but on the other hand must sub- 
ject Itself to the same 
conditions 


which prevail in the field of strictly 
private endeavor. 


It seems to us that when a custo- 


mer signs up to take utility service 
and a deposit is furnished, that de- 
posit becomes a part of his contract 
for service and cannot be appropri- 
ated or diverted for any purpose oth- 
er than to guarantee the "payment 
of delinquent bills which may arise 
as a result of furnishing the service 
contracted for. However, when a 
utility engages in activities involv- 
ing merchandising and jobbing, it is 
a well recognized legal and econom- 
ic principle that 
such 
activities 


should be completely divorced In so 
far as it is possible, from the regu- 
lar utility activities." 


They bluffed and they retreated. This

policy as to whether they were moral 
force alone or moral force backed by 
military power had two great and 
hightly unfortunate consequence*.

Japanese have timed their blows In 
such a way as to demonstrate to 
China the Impotence of the West.

Of course, the West, were It unit- 


ed, could not be impotent But the 
West is not united and the two chief 
powers capable of action in the Far 
West are at the moment opposed to 
fighting either for abstractions or 
for China's rights. The League Is 
powerless because It cannot order 
the British and American fleets Into 
action. It is compelled, therefore, to 
make a paper record and to base Its 
hopes upon the slow working of eco- 
nomic forces within Japan and upon 
Chinese resistance. 


The event shows very clearly how 


essentially a European institution is 
the League as 
now 
constituted. 


"Without the membership 
of 
the 


United States and Russia It contains 
only one great power, Great Britain, 
exercising actual power In the Far 
East. Obviously. Britain cannot alone 
assume the burden of enforcing the 
covenant against a power which, In 
Far Eastern waters, Is at least a 
match for the British navy. There 
is no reason to suppose that the 
League would be equally impotent in 
Europe. For in Europe it rests upon 
the solid baste of powerful national 
interests, and if the attempt were 
made to alter the status quo in Eu- 
rope by force the League could al- 
most certainly mobilize a great and 
impressive resistance. It is this fact 
that explains why the Continent 
apart from the disinterested friends 
of the League, is relatively EO little 
agitated by the failure of the League 
in the Far East. For European pur- 
poses the League continues to be 
what it is even after the hopes built 
upon it as a world-wide agency for 
universal peace have been so rude

The cigaret smoker appears to be 


better entitled to a thrill of patriot- 
ic pride—in days when the treas- 
ury is broke—than most other peo- 
ple. It he—or she, of course—smokes 
only one 15-cent package a day he 
pays $21.90 a year in federal taxes 
for his smokes. Six cents of every 15 
Is tax money. 


Estimates of the number of Amer- 


ican cigaret smokers run as high as 
35,000,000, but Julius Paiker, New 
York lawyer who represented the 
tobacco industry at the tax hear- 
ings of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, undertook to epeak for 
an. estimated 20,000,000 persons who, 
h» guessed would average about a 
package a day.

What makes us 20,000,000 cigaret 


smokers so valuable to our govern- 
ment is that while we pay $20 or 
more apiece In cigaret taxes, fewer 
than 2,000,000 persons contribute to 
the treasury with income taxes and 
our payments are considerably high- 
er than those of men and women in 
the lower Income tax brackets. The 
total internal revenue derived from 
cigarets Is about $360000,000 and for 
all tobacco, both tar and import du- 
ties, somewhere around $500,000,000. 
Peak consumption of cigarets was 
120,000,000,000 in 1930.

Mel- 


lon, would raise the cigaret tax from 
six cents to seven cents a pack. The 
tobacco industry says the depression 
has already decreased cigaret sales 
and an additional tax might so accel- 
erate that tren das to lose monej' 
for the government.

But, according to Park- 
er, consumption dropped off 5 per 
cent in 1931 and 10 per cent for the 
last six months.

More traders and speculators are 
looking: for higher prices for stocks 
than there were a •week ago. Opin- 
ion is not unanimous, but it never 
is in Wall Street. It is true, how- 
ever, that the events of the week 
have strengthened 
the conviction 


that the trend is upward. 
The reasons for holding- this opin- 


ion are various and often contradic- 
tory. Perhaps the one most widely 
accepted is that Important banking 
interests are favorable to the mar- 
ket and that the stage is being- se1 
for a major advance regardless of 
immediate business conditions. The 
writer does not mean to say that this 
analysis Is correct; only that there 
are many who not only believe it 
but are acting upon it. 
It seems to be the idea that just 


as every effort is being made by the 
"Washington leaders working on a 
non-partisan basis to strengthen the 
credit situation, to put an end to 
banking failures and thereby remove 
the motives for hoarding and to re- 
store business, so there is a concert- 
ed movement to improve sentiment 
by the stock market route.

the theory of the British scientists

structure of space, energy may ebb 
and flow breaking; down in one body 
building up another," he said, "but 
the supply of energy remains the 
same.

are above the single cell, since they 
are so much older than ours. 
If 


this is true, it is true not only now 
It has always been true. 


"Magnificent form* of life have 


grown up over magnificent stretch- 
es of time, only to perish in some 
cataclysm. Magnificent 
foVms of 


life will always grow up, if this 
theory be> true that th* universe is 
continually being rebuilt at 
some 


unknown sub-electronic level. 


The British scientists 
reasoned 


that since galaxies 
were moving 


away, the universe was expanding 
and since the speed of some of the 
galaxies was as high as 12,500 miles 
a second, the expansion was the ef 
feet of an explosion. 


Reversing the explosive theory, 


Dr. 
MacMillan said- the 
Jeans 


hypothesis would make our particu- 
lar galaxy the ultimate and original 
center of things Drawing a line back 
from the outer flying universes he 
reasoned the probable time of the 
'"explosion" as about 
two billion 
years ago. 


Such a picture, he suggested, was 


hardly plausible. For one thing, he 
said, there were rocks on the earth, 
a veritable infant among the stars 
and planets, which 
were held by 


geologists, to be at least one billion 
800 million years old and of the same 
order of age as the supposed cata- 
clysm.
